Lafayette, Ind. — That: union organization of ry em- 
ployees is having a desirable influence on the retailing indus- 
try as a whole—a position long held by the Retail Clerks 
International Association, AFL—is now supported by a re- 
cént article in Business Week, one of the better publications 
for management, which says “that unions are tending to 


stabilize the industry because “re- 
tailers expect a beneficial effect” ;

Social Security Benefits 


Rep. Carl Curtis (R., Neb.), chairman of the House Ways 
and Means subcommittee which is studying the Social Se- 
curity laws, promises to find out if the Social Security pro- 
gram has been exploited ‘as a racket.” 

What are Curtis’ qualifications for studying the Social 
Security laws so that they may be improved?

Department. 

Mrs. Hobby reported that families of the victims of the 
May tornado in Waco, Tex., would receive about $1 million 
in Social Security benefits. Survivors of at least.70 of the 
victims, Mrs. Hobby said, were eligible for benefits. 

She added that the 60 per cent Social Security coverage in 
Waco illustrated the extent of the government-sponsored 
program. 

“The same protection illustrated in this community when 
disaster struck is now covering four out of five of the mothers 
and children in the country, in case the family breadwinner 
should die under, any circumstances,” she said.

On Efforts to End Racial Prejudice 


George W. Johns, ‘secretary of 
the San Francisco Labor Council, 
in a recent issue of the Council’s 
news bulletin, discussed racial pre- 
judice, 

Johns was moved to write his 
views because of an article appear- 
ing in Collier’s magazine entitled, 
“Racial Prejudice—How San Fran- 
€isco Squelched It.” 


Lamenting inaccuracies in the 
article, Johns points out how it 
has given rise to complacency and 
a feeling on the part of many that 
San Franciscans can relax in our 
efforts to better group relations. 

Johns reviews the futile efforts 
that were made on the local level 
for FEP legislation and of the final 
decision of the supervisors to try

Public Assistance 
Drops $1,000,000 


A million-dollar drop in the total 
cost of public assistance payments 
in April was reported by the Bu- 
reau of Public “Assistance of the: 
‘Department of Health, Education, | 
and Welfare. 

‘ Aid was given to approximately 
5% million persons at a cost of $201 | 
million during the month. “] 
March, there were 13,900 more 
cases than in April and payments 
. totaled over $202 million. 

In 34 states, individuals received 
_ Slightly higher old-age assistance 
“payments than in the previous 
month, but this was offset by de- 
creased payments in other states 
so that the national average pay- 
mrent’ of $48.85 was one cent lower 
than in March. In aid to dependent 
children, the average payment per 
recipient of $23.45 was the same as 
in March. 

The. old-age assistance and aid- 
to-dependent children programs | 
account for most of the public as- 
sistance costs. More than 4% mil- 
lion “persons are dependent on 
them.

Reach Accord 
On Contract 


New Yerk City.—Carpenters and 
dock ‘builders, members of the 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters 
and Joiners, announced here that 
they had reached an ‘agreement 
with the General Contractors Asso- 
ciation. They predicted that it 
would set a pattern for the entire 
construction industry in the metro- 
politan area, involving more than 
250,000 workers. 

Details of the new agreement 
were announced by Charles John- 
son Jr., head of the dock: builders 
of New ‘York‘and New Jersey, and 
Charles W. Hanson, president of 


the New York District Council’ of | 


the Brotherhood. 

The-agreement, subject to. ratifi- 
cation by tnion members, calls for 
an increase of 15 cents an hour, an 
additional 10 cents on Jan. 1, and 
an inerease from 3 to 5 per cent of 
payroll in employer contributions 
to the union’s welfare fund. John- 
son and Hanson computed the en- 
tire package at 32 cents an hour. 
Carpenters now get $3.15 an hour. 

They said 2500 dock builders and 
8000 carpenters, timbermen and 
pile drivers were affected directly 
by the agreement and that it would 
also apply to operating engineers 
in this city. The contract will run 
for three years, they said, with a 
reopening on wages and social 
fringes at the end of two years. 

Johnson said other employer 
groups, including cabinet manufac- 
turers, hardwood flooring contrac- 
tors and the carpenter contractors 
of New York, had agreed to similar 
terms.

The bill still faced action of a 
joint conference. of Senate and 
House representatives to resolve 
differences in the measures passed 


by the two. bodies. 


Vote for restoration of the funds 
for the office of Secretary Durkin 
was unanimous, increasing the sum 
from the $1,250,000 recommended 
by the committee, to $1,448,000, as 
compared with $1,525,000 proposed 
in the Eisenhower budget , esti- 
mate. 

Two attempts to increase the 
committee-recommended $6,250,000 
for the Wages and Hours Division 
to $7,000,000 or $6,750,000 were 
voted down, however. The revised 
budget estimate for the division 
was $7,339,000. 

Other restorations by the .Sen- 
ate were as follows: 

Office of the Solicitor, $1,350,000 
to $1,600,000. g 

Bureau of Labor Stand&rds, 
$700,000 to $800,000. 

Bureau of Employment Secu- 
rity, $5,225,000 to $5,435,000. 

Mexican farm labor program, 
$1,250,000 to $1,420,000. 

National Labor Relations Board, 
$9,250,000 from $9,000,000. 

Sen, William Langer (R., N. D.) 
proposed a $1,300,000 addition to 
the $5,725,000 recommended by the 
committee for tuberculosis. con- 
trol. Final roll call was 39-38 in 
favor of the amendment. 

President Eisenhower intervened 
in the fight for igcreased appro- 
priations for the new Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare. 
As a result, the department got 
$426,000 more for the Office of 
Education and $151,000 for ex- 
penses and salaries in the office 
of Secretary Oveta Culp Hobby.
